1. This communication warrants No Examiner's Reason for Allowance, applicant's reply 
makes evident the reasons for allowance, satisfying the "record as a whole" proviso of the rule 37 
CFR 1.104(e). Specifically, the substance of applicant's remarks filed 11/29/06 with respect to 
the claim(s) as amended point out the reasons why claims are patentable over the references, the 
reasons for allowance are in all probability evident from the record and no statement is deemed 
necessary (see MPEP 1 302. 1 4). 

2. Double patent analysis has been performed with respect to issued patents having common 
relationship of inventorship and/or ownership with respect to the above-allowed claims, none are 
found to warrant a double patenting rejection. 

3. The category process and product claims (1 and 5) seems to be limited to tangible 
embodiments for at least the following reasons. Specifically, in view of the specifications page 8, 
lines 17-20 which exemplify the proxy device or system as a server, and the network devices are 
exemplified as printer, routers, switches, etc. and where the client is a computer (page 7, lines 7- 
8).

As such defines structural and functional interrelationship between 
data software components and hardware components which permit the data structure's 
functionality to be realized.
